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| HARBOR OFF INDIANA ST. 


Scheme to Care for Freight and 
Passenger Traffic; Would 
Go to City After Twen- 

ty Years. | 


The first definite proposal for the création 


of a great commercial lake harbor eiong 


Chicago’s water front was made to Mayor 
Busse yesterday by the Furniture Exposi- 
tion company. This concern desires to build 
a deep water harbor off the lake front imme- 
diately north of the mouth of the Chicage 
river. With ite docks and slips the wark is 
estimated to cost $8,000,000, 

The harbor is intended to accommodate 
both passenger and freight lake traffic. The 
plans provide for the extension of street car 
service along the docke to the gangways of 
the steamers, while a lightérage syetem is 
designed to handle the merchandise. 

Mayor Busee took the plans under advise- 
ment and will refer them to the municipal 
harbor commission, which is toreport necom- 
mendations for the location of a commercial 
harbor within a few weeks, It is understood 
the mayor is inclined to favor the location 
suggested by the Furniture Exposition com- 
pany for at least a part of the proposed sys- 
tem of harbors. 


City’s After Twenty Years. 

If the proposal meets with approval fsom 
the city administration the ceuncil will be 
asked to codperate with the company in se- 
curing from the state legislature the neces- 
sary authority to construct the docks. The 
proposed grant will provide that the docks 
will become the property of the city at the 
end of twenty years. 

James A. Pugh, president of the Furniture 
Exposition company, submitted the plans to 
the mayor, together with a water color paint- 
ing of the proposed harbor in perspective 
Thies shows the location of “the harbor 
stretching from Huron street on the north 
to the government pier, Which runs into the 
lake east from the north side of the river 
mouth. A breakwater open on the south- 
east is designed to shelter the shipping from 
lake storms. Within this area there will be 
sufficient room for vessels to anchor as well 
as tie up at the docke. 

The system of wharves is to extend into 
the lake nearly a mile, the base being the

Three Huge Docks. 

The scheme includes two freight docks ang 
one combined passenger and cargo wharf. 
On the south it is planned to construct a 
freight dock 150 feet wide with berth room 
for vessels outside as well as inside the har- 
bor. Pmmediately to the north is a siip 200 
feet wide—the same breadth the shipping in- 
teresta want the sanitary board to make the 
river channel. As the majority of the big 
lake freighters are about sixty feet in beam 
this size of slip would permit a tine of vessels 
docked on either side and stilb leave an eighty 
foot channel between. 

Next on the north would be another freight 
dock similar to that on the south but 200 feet 
in width. North of that the plans show 
another 200 foot slip and then another 200 foot 
dock. 

Double Decked Wharf. 

This last structure to the north is the ecom- 
bined paasenger and cargo wharf. It is de- 
signed to\be a doubled decked affair, the 
passengers\embarking and disembarking on 
the elevated level while all baggage and 
freight are handed on the lower deck. 

The upper deck, it is planned, will have all 
the appearance and comforts of a big railway 
station with adequate street car service. The 
Chicago Railways company already is pre- 
paring to extend its Indiana street Hne from 
State street to the lake under a permit grant- 
ed by the clty council several months ago. 
It transpired yesterday that President Roach 
of the North Side Traction company decided 
to extend this line asa part of the plans for 
the development of this territory by the har- 
bor enterprise and other business ventures. 


Cars to Circle the Docks. 

It is intended to carry the street car line up 
an incline to the upper deck of the passenger 
wharf, where it will make a complete circuit 
of the structure. This will enable passengers 
to travel by street car to and from the gang- 
ways of the passenger steamers. 

For the handling of freight the Furniture 
Exposition company plans to enlarge its sys- 
tem of lighters already in operation on the 
river. A contract let a few weeks ago pro- 
vides for the construction of a fleet of new 
steam barges 160 feet in length and so built 
as to pass under all of the river bridges. 

The docks, the passenger station, and the 
freight warehouses iocated on the wharves 
ane to be constructed of fireproof material, 
according to the specifications which now 
are being worked out by Architect C. A. Eck- 
storm, 


Would Finish by Jan. 1, 1910. 

If the company obtains authority to create 
this harbor it will begin work at once, Presi- 
dent Pugh said, and plan to complete the 
work by Jan. 1, 1010. It is probable that a 
separate company to operate the dock sys- 


‘tem will be organized and an attempt made to 


concentzate as many of the lake passengcr 
and freight carrying lines as possible in this 
terminal. 

* We have been working on this idea fora 
year or more,’ said President Pugh last 
night. “Some time ago I outlined my sug- 
gestions to Mayor Busse and he evinced con- 
siderable interest in the project. Finally he 
looked over the lacation personally and then 
asked me to submit mone definite plans, This 
I have done today. 

“The architects we have employed esti- 
mate that the entire undertaking will cost 
from $6,000,000 to $8,000,000. In this can- 
nection I may say that the money is* al- 
ready in sight. First we will seek to se- 
‘cure the approval of the city council and 
the cob}peration of the aldermen in obtain- 
ing a grant from the legislature... 

‘‘ We are willing to make the venture a mu- 
nicipal ewnership proposition, aiso. The 
grant we shal! seek from the legislature wiil 
Include the provision that at the end of 


| twenty years the system of docks will be- 


come the property of the city.”

Aldermen Hear the Little Crack- 
er Is Big Cause of Tetanus.

Representatives of downtown clubs, Health 
Commissioner W. A. Evans. and Attorney 
Themas G. Deering. representing the fire- 
works interests. spoke before the committee, 
using THE TRIBUNE'S statistics and those of 
the American Medical society te get at the 
kind of explosives which do the most harm, 

Aittorney Deering made the flat assertion 
that two ineh firecrackers do no harm at all, 
and said several of the deaths reported this 
year were not due directly to regulation fire- 
works. 

“The assertion that a two inch cracker 
does no harm cannot be substantiated for a 
quarter of a second,’’ said Dr. Evans, when 
ealled upon for an opinion by Aid. Uhiir. 
“ The statistics show the contrary to be true. 
As to deaths reported on July 5, they natur- 
ally are only those resulting from violent 
explosions, or from illness aggravated by the 
noise and excitement of the day. The har- 
vest from tetanus—which would be caused 
and is caused by little firecrachers--comes 
later, perhaps as lete as six weeks. I did 
not believe it possibje for intelligent men to 
argue this point at Ne present day.” 


Club Members for Restriction. 

The committee representing the down- 
town clubs was composed of Marquis Eaton, 
president of the Hamilton club; Edgar A. 
Bancroft of the Commercial club, and Fred- 
erick A. Brown of the Union League club. 
It indorsed the Foell-Thomson ordinance, 
which prohibits the handling of fireworks by 
minors, allows their use by adults only after 
a license has been obtained, and places the 
dealer's Mcense fee at $300. 

The ordinance was drawn by Asgistant 
Corporation Counsel Emil C. Wetten and 
Howard Hayes, with the advice of Dr. Evans, 
but the fireworks people showed strong in- 
clination for Ald. Dunn's ordinance, which 
permits the use of twe inch firecrackers but 
prohibits cannon crackers, bomb canes, and 
other high explosives. The $25 dealer's 
Hoense provided in this ordinance, however, 
was said by Attorney Deering to be too high. 
A $5 license, Mr. Deering said, would be euffi- 
cient. 

Kruger Would Forbid Sale, 

A third ordinance prohibited the use of fire- 
works altogether. It was introduced and 
championed by Ald. Kruger, although Assist- 
ant Corporation Counsel Wetten had given 
the opinion that it was illegal on its face. 

President Eaton deprecated the idea that 
noise and patriotiem are inseparable or even 
identical, 

“ The man who shoots off cannon crackers 
on the Fourth is not doing it to be patriotic,” 
he said. ‘‘ He's doing it with the intent to 
make noise, and that is all. Mere noise is a 
primitive Chinese barbaric instinct; I do not 
see why we should perpetuate it. When the 
city ia rid of this nuisance for a year or so we 
will look back upen these days with a 
deal of humiliation, I think, because we i 
so long blind, Toledo, Cleveland, and other 
cities are far in advance of us."’ 

“'The ordinance you favor, however, does 
not stop the noise,” said Ald, Kruger. ‘‘ Have 
you any right to annoy me by making these 
noisea?”’ 

“ We're in the same box there,”’ replied Mr. 
Baton. “I faver the strictest regulation con- 
sistent with an ordinance which will stand. 
If the corporation counsel had not pronounced 
your ordinance illegal we would have paid 
gome attention te it.” 

Attacks Small Firecrackers. 

“The small firecracker should be prohib- 
ited,” said Dr. Evans im his m speech. 
‘ Since 1908 there have been 9.167 OUS ac- 
cidenta reported from firecrackers as distinct 
from cannon or giamt crackers. We are get- 
ting to work at a good time, and if an ordi- 
nance is passed soon it wil] assist tle admin- 
istration in its work of enforcement.” 

Attorney Bancroft spoke against half way 
measures, but clung to the Foeli-Thomsen 
nee.

At the end of his first term as speaker 
Mr. Cannon received an honor that was never 
conferred upon any of his predecessors. Both 
sices of the house joined in presenting to him 
a beautiful and lasting testimonial of their 
appreciation of the fair and impartial manner 
in which he had discharged the difficult duties 
of his office. 


Special Interests Fight Him. 

What then is the explanation of the censure 
that has been directed against him since the 
close of the last session? Simply this: Certain 
agents of special interests that failed to se- 
cure the legisiation which they desfred, in 
seeking to account for their failure, have 
loaded all the responsibility upon the speaker. 
He has been made to suffer vicariously for all 
the imaginary shortcomings of the national 
legislature. 

Their reasoning is this: The speaker can 
pass or kill any bill he wishes, therefore the 
speaker is responsible for the failure of our 
measure. They don't stop to consider, if the 
speaker has such power, ~ how profoundly 
grateful the people ought to be to him exclu- 
sively for giving us the railroad rate act, the 
pure food and drug act, the meat inspection 
act, the employers’ liability act, the govern- 
ment employé’s relief act, the chiki labor act, 
the currency act, and a score of other reme- 
dial laws of the first magnitude, 

The speaker is no more entitled to the sole 
credit ier the passage of these statutes than 
he is to the sole blame for the failure of other 
measures. It is not true that the speaker 
has the power to pass or killa bill. The power 
to act on measures is with the majority of the 
house of whom the speaker is one and he haa 
only the power of one. 


Majority Always in Control. 

There is not a moment when the action of 
the house cannot be controlled by the major- 
ity, even to overruling the speaker or depos- 
ing him. I have seen both Speaker Reed 
and Speaker Henderson overruled by the 
majority. The speaker's power is first ad- 
visory and second limited to the initiation of 
business. His advice always can be reject- 
ed and his initiative can always be upset by 
the majority. 

The rules of the house simply place the 
power where it must be ‘lodged—with the 
majority—and the speaker is simply the serv- 
ant of the majority. Ours isa representative 
government. Therefore, it must be a govern- 
ment by parties. The majority is responsible 
to the people, and therefore has the right and 
must have the power to transact business. 

The criticism of the.rules of the house by 
Mr. Bryan and the democratic platform are 
childish, petulant, and insincere. The dem- 
ocrats controlied the house in the Fifty- 
second and Fifty-third congresses, and they 
promptly adopted the Reed rules. 


Bryan Votes for Bad Bill. 

In 1804 the tariff bill that had passed a 
democratic house as a free trade measure 
came back from a suga@@meured democratic 
senate with ‘nearly o ousand amend- 
ments, that made it, in the opinion of a 
democratic president, a measure of perfidy 
and dishonor; and yet this same Mr. Bryan, 
as a member of the ways and means com- 
mittee, voted in the house for a drastic rule, 
accepting these amendments without debate. 
And so the Wilson-Gorman tariff became a 
law. The democrats were in the majority 
and the majority acted and reported to the 
people, and the people promptly turned them 
out of office at the congressional elections 
of 1894. A 

Another point on which the public is often 
deceived: Nine-tenths of the business of the 
house—all revenue measures and bills car- 
rying appropriations—are framed ip com- 
mittee of the whole. 

Where Debate Ie Unlimited. 

Here debate on the pending measure is 
practically unlimited and freedom of amend- 
ment unrestricted. In eleven years’ service 
in the house I can recall few occasions where 
debate on a bill in committee of the whole was 
not exhausted before the time limit fixed by 
the house had expired. Most of the debatein

This whole charge against Speaker Cannon 
of a tyrannical use of power is unjust, be- 
cause itis untrue. Let us look at some of the 
charges against him a tthe more in detail, 

Four epitkets embody all the principal rea- 
sone that are weakly and indirectly given 
why Speaker Cannon, with all his wealth of 
experience, wisdom, and ability, should be 
defeated. He is condemned by all the ele- 
ments of danger which the imagination can 
conjure into the epithetsof “‘ ultra-conserva- 
tive,’ “reactionary,’’ “czar,” and “ stand. 
patter.’* 


Guards Funds of Public. 


The first tithe of ultra-conservative he won 
as cheirman of the great committee on 
appropriations. For ten years, as guardian 
‘of the public funds, his strict surveillance of 
expenditures made him the terror of all 
those who sought to raid the treasury for 
explotting private enterprises, and gained 
him the sincere respect and gratitude of aH 
right minded men. 

To be ultra-conservative in the manage- 
ment of the public funds he regarded as 
creditable as it would be in the management 
of private funds as a banker ortrustee. The 
reputation which Mr. Cannon acquired as 
chairman 8 the committee on appropriations 
he has enhanced as speaker by his conscien- 
tious vigilance. And so, because he refuses 
to lend his support to all sorts of wild and 
fib considered schemes for spending the na- 
tional revenues he wears with honor the 
title of “ ultra-conservative.” | 

It is impossible to estimate the good work 
that Mr. Canmon has done for the nation as 
chairman of the appropriations committee 
and as speaker. His political opponents in the 
house concede the value of his great services 
to the country, his rugged honesty, his im- 
partiality, and his courage. 


Preserve His Name Unsullied. 

He belongs ‘to Illinois. Let Illinois see 
that his honor Is protected, so that his daugh- 
ters and his granddaughters, whom he loves 
more than place or fame, may cherish his 
good name ‘undimmed and unsullied. 

And to those who have been relieving their 
disappointment by abusing Speaker Cannon.

Trickery Seen in Phraseology of 
the Anti-Injunction Plank.

Hayward Points Out Inconsistencies in 
Nebraskan’s Utterances. 


More evidence of William Jennings Bryan's 
hypocrisy in his attitude toward organized 
labor was made pubiic yesterday through 
the republican national committee by A. C. 
Rankin, an honorary member of the Iron 
Molders’ union and former treasurer of the 
Federation of Trade and Labor Unions. Mr. 
Rankin calle attention to the refusal of the 
candidate to give his journal, the Commoner, 
a union label, and pointe out the trickery of 
phraseology of the democratic anti-injunc- 


ti plank, which gives workingmen no pro- 


tection not énjoyed at present. 

“Union men, why does not Mr. Bryan 
print the union label on his paper, the Com- 
moner?”’’ demands Mr. Rankin. “ He has 
been requested by resolution of various 
unions to do so, and has not given to the pub- 
Mo has reason for refusing to do so. There 
must be some overpowering reason for his 
not granting the unions this stmple and fair 
recognition of their cause. .Practically all 
the newepapers in the country that employ 
union printers have the union label conspic- 
uously displayed. But you will look in vain 
for the union label in the Commoner, even 


.on a single advertisement in it. 


Sees Reason in the South. 

*“ No union man need be deceived as to why 
Bryan barred the union label from the pages 
of his paper. He has 152 electoral votes 
chalked up on his blackboard from the biack 
or solid democratic states in the south. The 
Commoner has a large circulation all over 
the south. In these southern democratic 
states few labor laws have been passed. 
Wealthy employers in these states are ex- 
tremely hostile to labor unions and are doing 
all they can te prevent the organigatiop 
of unions and to stamp out those now organ- 
ized. Mr. Bryan fears to print the union label 
at the head of his editorial columns least it 
would mean an unforgivable affront to the 
anti-union sentiment that prevails in the 
controlling democratic element all over the 
southern states.” 


Anti-Injunction Plank. 

Then, quoting the democratic anti-injunc- 
tion plank and Bryan's interpretation of it, 
Mr. Rankin adds: , 

“ We are certainly grateful to Mr. Bryan 
for his injunction plank, on which the labor 
union men are asked to vote for him. Mr. 
Bryan's interpretation of that Injunction 
plank is the law on injunctions today, and 
has been the law for 100 years. 

‘* Union men, I do not ask you to take my 
statement, but go to any reliable attorney 
or judge and show him Bryan's interpreta- 
tions, and see if he does not say that I am 
substantially correct. If Mr. Bryan had 
written that interpretation into his platform 
he would have received no more indorsement 
than the republicans. This explanation of 
Bryan is in itself an indorsement of con- 
grese in refusing to change the law.” 

Answered by Hayward. 

Bryan’s persistent reference to the financial 
flurry last falles a “republican panic’’ and 
a “ Roosevelt panic” got a “rise” out of 
Secretary Hayward of the republican na- 
tional commictee. He called attention to 
Bryan’s words in a speech at Oswego, N., Y., 
Oct. 24, 190T, which were: 

“tT notice that one of the officers of the 
banks that closed ite doors yesterday attrib- 
uted it to the president. That is not the rea- 
son. Don’t blame the sheriff, but blame the 
horse thief. Don’t blame the officials who 
make and enforce the laws, but blame the 
criminals who make the laws necessary. 
Blame the unecrupulous financiers who have 
piled up predatory wealth. They have ex- 
ploited a whole nation.” 

In reply to these words Mr. Hayward says: 

“Mr. Bryan during the last few days has 
been laying the blame for the financial! flurry 
of last fall at the door of the president and 
Mr. Taft in no uncertain terms, calling it the 
Roosevelt panic and the republican panic. 
This is but another evidence of Mr. Bryan's 
attitude on all great public questione when 
he thinks he cam make political capital out

BRYAN IN GOMPERS’ DEFENSE; 


BEGINS REPLY TO PRESIDENT. 


Nominee Starts Answer to Roosevelt’s 
Criticism, but Is So Busy Speaking 
He Can’t Finish It. 


Hinton, W. Va., Oct. 22.—Enthusiasticaily 
received everywhere, William J. Bryan to- 
day carried his warfare into West Virginia. 
The line of travel took him through the Ohio, 
Kanawha, and New River valleys and he 
was afforded an opportunity to speak to 
many farmers and miners. 

Having had but four and a half hours’ rest 
following his campaign in Ohio yesterday he 
was out on the platform as early as7 o’clock 
telling the farmers in his opinion they should 
vote the democratic ticket. The republican 
party had no policy to offer which would 
Dring them relief, he said. 

Passing on into the coal district he devoted 
much attention to the labor question, and, 
while not specifically referring to Mr. 
Roosevyelt’s letter, entered a defense of Presi- 
dent Samuel Gompers of the American Feder- 
ation of Labor. He repeated his warning to 
laboring men not to be coerced by their em- 
ployers into voting against their wil's. 

The most notable demonstration accorded 
him was at Charleston. He was escorted

most every building was decorated with flags 
and bunting. From the moment he left his 
special train across the river until he reached 
the platform on a lot across from the court- 
house he was cheered. His speech was de- 
voted to a general discussion of the issues of 
the campaign. 

At Thurmond he got a rousing reception. 


-A picturesque feature was the erection of 


a grand stand up the side of a mountain, 
having a background of an immense banner 
with @ portrait of the candidate over which 
were the words, “‘ Shall the People Rule?” 


The people cheered vociferously his every 


utterance. He spoke of the fact that in 
most of the industrial and mining centers 
he had visited or passed he noticed women 
standing along the streets waving their 
aprons. 


“I am of opinion,’’ he said, “‘ that if I don't 


go in on a fidal wave this time I surely will 
on an apron wave." 

Early in the morning Mr, Bryan was handed 
a copy of a newspaper containing President 
Roosevelt's criticism of himself and Samuel 
Gompers concerning their position with re- 
spect to the labor question. Shortly after- 
ward he began the preparation of a reply, but 
his time was so taken up during the day that 
he found it impossible to complete it.

President of New York Bar Association 


Declares Bryan, if Elected, Would | 


Revert to Old Policies. 


New York, Oet. 22.—[Special.]—A vigorous 
statement of the risks to business enterprise 
which would attend an administration head- 
ed by Mr. Bryan was made today by Edmund 
Wetmore, president of the New York Bar 
association. 

” The present campaign,” he said, “is no 
less important in many ways than that of 
1896, although tt has thus far been less ex- 
citing. I coneider the election of Mr. Bryan 
just as injurious to the stability of business 
and to confidence in the future as it would 
have been twelve years ago, except that the 
danger may now be described perhaps as 
passive rather than active. 

“Mr. Bryan is refraining from violently 
advocating some of the more objectionab'e of 
his views. 
take active steps to put them in operation, 
but in my opinion it does not imply that he 
will not act upon them if the opportunity 
arises. 

“Tf depression and distress followed his 
election, as likely would be the caée, then I 
fear we should find him offering his old 
remedies for such conditons. 

“Even granting that he would not again 
urge the free coinage of silver, I consider his 
other remedies for business depression and 
financial stringency to be equally dangerous. 
In the démocratic platform of 1900 ft was 
demanded that national bank notes should be 
retired ‘as fast as government paper or 
silver certificates can be substituted for 
them.’ 

“In this plank Mr. Bryan seems to have 
thrown off the mask of mock impartiality 
between gold and silver, which wasthe stock 
in trade of the bimetaHists. The democratic 
platform of this year follows this up by de- 
manding that ‘in so far as the neede of 
commerce require an emergency currency 
such currency should be issued and controlled 
by the federal government.’

LABOR MEN FIGHT SHURTLEFF 


State Federation Adopts Resolu- 
tion Denouncing Speaker. 


CANNON NOT MENTIONED. 


After Bitter Debate Convention Opens 
‘War on Officials. 


[BY A STAPF CORRESPONDENT.)] 

Peoria, Ill.,Oct. 22.—[Special.]—The first 
skirmish of a political bettle that is ex- 
pected to follow tomorrow wae fought out 
today on the floor of the Illinois State Fed- 
eration of Labor convention. 

The strife was precipitated by a resolution, 
which finally was .adopted, condemning 
Speaker Edward Shurtleff of the Illinois 
house of representatives for refusing to Allow 
the introduetion of an employers’ lability 
bill In the last legislature. The resolution 
also condemned the “ exercise of arbitrary 
power by the speaker of the national house 
of representatives, but no mention was made 
of the name of Speaker Cannon. 

A final clause indorsed the American Fed- 
eration of Labor political policy of " electing 
their friends and defeating their enemies.” 

The storm broke when Chairman Frank 
Farrington of the resolutions committee an- 
nounced that the document had the approval 
of the committee. A dogen delegates jumped 


to their feet and clamored for recognition. . 


During the uproar the delegates shook their 
fists at each other atid charges and counter 
charges of “ Jodases,” ‘‘ open shop advo- 
cates,”’ and “ dreamers ’’ were hurled from 
every part of the hall. 
David Ross Leads Opposition. | 

The opposition te the resolution was led 
by David Ross, secretary of the state bureau 
of labor statistics, who finally obtained the 
floor after Charlies A. White of the street 


| car men’s union of East St. Louis had spoken 


in favor of the resolution. Delegate White 
introduced the resolution. 

. “This resolution,”’. said Ross, “ ig incon- 
sistent in that it condemns Speaker Shurt- 
leff for refusing to allow the passage of an 
employers’ liability bill and in the same 
breath condemns the speaker of the national 
house for allowing a similar measure to pass. 
That is the effect of this resolution. 

‘“*T say it ie inconsistent, and in addition 
to that politics is out of place in a labor con- 
vention. You probably will be calledupon to 
indorse candidates before you adjourn. In 
case the candidates you indorse are defeated 
where will you be? I call on you toplace the 
responsibility for the wrongs you complain 
of ir’ this resolution ona party and not onany 
individuals. There is——’’ 

At this point a dozen delegates jumped to 
their feet and demanded recognition on 
“points of order.” President Edwin R. 
Wright recognized James B. Connors of Chi- 
cago, vice president of the switchmen’s union. 


Delegates Opposed to Ross. 


* He is out of order, Mr. Chairman,” yelled 
Connors, and similar cries came from all 
parts of the hall. 

“That fellow is always interrupting,” Ross 
hurled at the chairman. “‘ Who is he, any- 
how?” 

*“T have the floor,’* shouted Connors, shak- 
ing his fist at Ross. *‘ Who are you?” 

“J represent a bona fide labor organiza- 
tion, that’s more than——”’ 

Connors’ worde were drowned ima tumult 
of shouts and calle for recognition by excited 
delegates.

Roosevelt, upon his retirement from the 
White house and his completion of his hunt- 
fing expedition in Africa, is to become editor 


» af the Outlook at a salary of $30,000 a year. 


‘St is further edifying to young and strug- 
giing authors to find that for the articles on 
“ The Shooting of Big Game,’’ which he pro- 
poses to write, he is to be paid by another 
publishing firm at the rate of $2 a word. 

Mr. Roosevelt is a practiced writer, though 
perhaps not a trained editor. Some of his 
books, notably his “‘ Naval History of the 
War of 1812” and his “ Winning of the 
West," are models, the one of historical study, 
the other of literary style. He has been less 
euccessful in his political biographies, which 
in his political past have at times risen up 
to embarrass him. 

But as he is not personally a candidate in 
this. campaign it is unnecessary to do more 
than refer to hts strenuous comments upon 
the president who attempted to select his 
own successor and his eulogy of the cowboy 
at the expense of the city workingman. 

Mr. Roosevelt's present Mterary activities 
have political pertinence for one reason only. 
While a capable writer, it is not likely that 
he would receive $2 a word for his contribu- 
tions were he not president of the United 
States. As a still untried editor it does not 
geem likely he would be able to make a con- 
tract at $30,000 a year with a magazine ex- 
cept for his great political prominence. But 
for years republican newspapers, republican 
magazines, and republican speakers have 
been charging Mr. Bryan with coining his 
political prominence into cash. 


Sauce for Bryan and Roosevelt. 
Before he became a national figure Mr. 
Bryan was quite as capable an orator as Mr. 
Roosevelt before becoming a national figure 
was a writer. It is neither surprising nor un- 
ethical that these two men should share 
equatiy im the prosperity that has come to 
them because of the place they hold in the 
hearts of the American people? 
Mr. Bryan started a paper of his own, a 
modest publication which he has made suc- 
pert and the proceeds of which during this 
are going to the fund of the demo- 
ieatte national committee. He has been ridi- 
culed and even vilified because it was said 
that he used his position as leader of. the 
Gemocratic party ssible president of 
a publication which 
would be profitable to himself. But has not 
Mr. Roosevelt in the samme way utilized his 


‘ eminence in the nation to add tothe ordinary 


earnings which he might expect esa writer 
or an editor? 

I put these questions in absolutely mo spirit 
of criticism of Mr. Reoosevelf’s course. He 
is a natural born writer as Bryan isan orator. 
I merély ask any fair minded reader to con- 
sider the gibes and sneers that have been 
directed against Mr. Bryan for doing exact- 
ly what Mr. Roosevelt is now about to do, 
and to form his own judgement as to whether 


they could be justified in one case without 


being equally justifiable in the other case?

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SCHEDULE BEATEN ON HIKE 


Ray and Keleher Finish First 
Day’s March Ahead of Time. 


HURRY OVER GRAVEL ROADS. 


Both Express Confidence of Completing 
Task in Good Condition. 


. 


Sturdy privates who can. drill all morning 
and walk-a sentry post half the night may 
grumble at being ordered twenty miles down 
a dusty road under an autumn sun, but when 
staff officers, even though they are more ac- 
cus@med to the saddle or the carriage 
cushions, are set such a task by the com- 
mander in chief they perform it as smilingly 
as any other form of duty. 

This conclusion was demonstrated yester- 
day by the feat of Maj. Beecher B. Ray, act- 
ing chief paymaster of the department of the 
lakes, and Maj. Timothy D. Keleher, who is 
slated to become his successor. 

They went through the first day of the fifty 
mile test march, and as they finished more 
than an hour ahead of schedule they may 
have been sorefooted and tired limbed, but 
their only expressions were of sausfaction 
that they had done so well. 

They.made no protests against the severity 
of the ordeal or against the disagreeable 
featurés of it. They weresatisfied that they 
were obeying orders and that the three days’ 
release from office duty would be of direct 
benefit to¢them just as much as it would prove 
their physical fitness. 


Test Is Their Own Choice. 

Last year both officers took the physical 
test by riding ninety mileshorseback, ‘‘ walk, 
trot, and canter,”’ and it was their own choice 
this time that adopted the alternative of a 
fifty mile march in three days. There may 
have been unpleasant memoriesof jolting 
partly responsible for this decision, but the 
long Walk was regarded as a more thorough 
sounding of the entire physical equipment. 

They were the first officers in the depart- 
ment of the lakes to choose the marching test, 
and, it is said, they were the first to seek for 
an exact reproduction of field life in that 
they camped where all the others had gone 
to hotels for the night. 

Their resting place was on the shores of 
Diamond lake, about a mile and a half south 
of Rockefeller, up in Lake county, and this 
will be their headquarters until tmorrow, 
when they will start*on the last stage of the 
hike, which will land them back at Fort 
Sheridan, their starting point. 

They went there Wednesday evening. and 
after the examinations had been made by the 
post surgeons, they “‘turned in” at the 
officers’ club. They breakfasted and were 
away before any of the garrison officers were 
awake and left the reservation ai a sharp 
clip before 8 o'clock. 


Referee Rides Beside Them. 

They were clad in the regulation khaki uni- 
forms, and beside them rode Capt. Ww. J. 
Glasgow of C troop, Thirteenth cavalry, 
who had been assigned by Maj. Thomas B. 
Lewis, commandant of Fort Sheridan, ag the 
official referee and guide over the line of 
march that had been measured for them. 

South through the reservation to Highland 
Park, west through the village of Deer- 
field, and almost to Half Day, they went 
without a rest. There Maj. Ray suggested 
that the usual regulation of “ march fifty 
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minutes and rest ten ’’ had been forgotten, 
and a halt was called. 

They waited for the ambulance that was 
bringing up the rear, and, leaning against it, 
stopped and chatted for a few moments be- 
fore resuming their march. When they 
reached Half Day they found that they had 
covered the thirteen miles from the fort in 
8 hours and 42 minutes. 

At a little hotel they stopped for a hearty 
luncheon of steak, cabbage, and potatoes, 
but they both declined the rich looking apple 
pie that was offered to them by their hostess. 

Day’s March Easily Made. 

About 12:30 they again took up their walk, 
this time swinging in a roundabout way in 
order to make an even twenty miles toward 
Diamond lake. The was only one brief 
resting period, during which the veterans 
seated themselves on a rough terrace and 
refreshed themselves with pump water from 
a nearby farm. 

They reached the lake at 2:45 and entered 
the grounds of George Ray, a summer resort 
keeper, who frequently has had detachments 
of soldiers from Fort Sheridan on the month- 
ly “‘ hikes ’’ as his guests. 

*T think I am good for at least ten miles 
more right now,’ Maj. Ray declared as he 
ran lightly sighed a flight of steps to the lake 
shore. 

“I'm all bias, too,”” suid Maj. Kelehe?. 
*“ It has been a fine day for a march, and I’m 
giad I took it.. The people all along the road 
have been mighty hospitable, and the expe- 
rience is one that I shall remember with 
pleasure.” 

They dined at George Ray’s house, and, 
returning to-thelr camp, retired early so as 
to be in shape for today’s trip that will carry 
them through Ivanhoe, Libertyville, and 
Rockefeller in a circle back to their tents for 
another night. The trip-covers sixteen miles, 
and, while they are allowed eight hours in 
which to negotiate it, it is expected they wil] 
be back in their temporary home early in the 
afternoon. 

Their last day will carry them almost 
directly west of Rockefeller, and they will 
pass through Lake Bluff before their final 
stop at Fort Sheridan.

It isnot 
an accident that the same sort of a cam- 
paign should be in progress in New York, 
Ohio, Indiana, and Missouri at ‘the same 
time. Yet it is apparent that in all those 
states there is a popular uprising against 
the liquor, gambling, and aporting element 
generally. 


Opposition to Hughes. 

In New York the only possible doubt as to 
the result comes through the fight which 
is being waged for and against the reélec- 
tion of Gov. Hughes. He, like Roosevelt, 
attacked the corporations through his public 
utilities bill, and he fought the machine men 
in the legislature, but the one great issue 
in New York is the racetrack bill, which he 
forced the legislature to enact into a law, and 
which has arrayed against him all the pow- 
erful influence of the sporting fraternity gen- 
erally,’ the professional gamblers, and the 
liquor interests. The result has been to 
break down party lines in the Empire state, 
eo that it is a “tossup” t6day whether 
Hughes or Chanter will be elected governor. 

On a straight issue Taft would carry New 
York state over Bryan by an overwhelming 
majority and the only doubt as to his succesa 


mates as to the extent to which the fight on 
Hughes will cut into Taft's strength on the 
presidential ticket. The fight is one of 
Hughes’ own making. Neither Taft nor 


should bé dragged into it, but they have been 
involved and there is no deubt that the presi- 
dential ticket in New York state wilk be 
affected by thousands of votes solely on this 


account, 
Situation in Ohio. 


Exactly the same thing is true in Ohio and 
Indiana. Normally those states are not in 
doubt on the national ticket. There ig dis- 
affection in the labor element against Taft 
and there is the old time prejudice against 
Bryan, but neither of these things of itseit 
would be likely to affect the result except in 
the matter of a perceptible reduction in the 
republican majority in those twe states. 

In Ohio Gov. Harris signed a local option 
law. He was elected lieutenant governor on 
the republican ticket three years ago, at a 
time when the democrats put up and elected 
as governor a notorious prohibitionist. Gov. 
Pattison, if he had lived, would have signed 
the Rose, local option law just as willingly 
as his successor did. The law has been ac- 
cepted by much more than a third of all 
the counties in Ohio, and # is popular in 
most places except in the large cities. The 
governor did nothing to enforce it, because 
it is distinctly a home rule measure. He 
simply saw to it that the bill was properly 
taken care of in the legislature, and he 
signed it to allow it to becomealaw. The 
result has been, however, that the same 
temperance eletnent which elected Pattison, 
the democrat, is now behind Harris, the re-’ 
publican. The liquor interests are fighting

Moral Issue Uppermost. 

This single moral issue has broken down 
all party lines exactly as it did in New York, 
and it is impossible to tell whether Harris or 
Harmon will be elected in Ohio because

No one doubts that Taft would carry In- 
diana if it were not for this local fight, and so 
it comes about once more that Mr. Bryan, 
the teetotaler and the devoted Presbyterian, 
is made the principal beneficiary of the 
activity: of the liquor interests in another 
one of the great states of the union, although 
he would probably be the last man in the 
world to mare any affiliation with such in- 


terests. 
Gains for Republican. 

In Missouri a republican is running, al 
though the state is admittedly democratic, 
and is making great gains over his democratic 
opponent. His war cry is his enforcement 
of the law as a prosecuting attorney. He, 
too, is opposed by the liquor interests, the 
race track people, and the sporting element 
generally. If it were not for their opposition 
he would surely win. Missouri is so heavily 
democratic that Mr. Bryan can probably 
stand the loss of a good many ‘votes 
just as Taft can in New York, and 
yet it is a fact that the regular dem- 
ocratic candidate for governor and 
“Gum Shoe” Bill Stone, Bryan’s per- 
gonal champion, who is a candidate for the 
senate, will both owe their election to the 
game elements in Missouri which are oppos- 
ing the republican candidates in New York. 
Ohio, and Indiana. 

So, too, in Minnesota, there are state issues 
which have destroyed party lines. The re- 
publican majority in the state is so large 
there is not the slightest danger of Taft 
losing Minnesota. Ordinarily, this fact would 
insure the election of a republican governor. 
A revolt against gang rule and a desire for 
better regulation of the corporations resulted 
in the election of Gov. Johnson, a democrat, 
even in the face of a large majority for Roose- 
vet. Now, intMinnesota there is also looming 
up the liquor question and the election is like- 
ly to be decided on the issue of whether 
Johneon or Jacobson would be the more likely 
to yield to the demand for state wide prohibi- 
tion. In the two Dakotas the temperance 
fight is manifestly the dominant issue. 


Split on State Issues. 

In Conhecticut bitter war is being waged on 
the republican candidate for governor be- 
cause of his attack on certain submarine 
boat interests; in Rhode Island there is the 
never ending fight between the people and 
“ Boss*’ Brayton’s self-perpetuating ma- 
chine; West Virginia is torn by internal dis- 
| gsension, there being for a time two repub- 
lican candidates for governor, and Wisconsin 
is split over La Follette and lowa over Cum- 
mins. 

In all these cases the presidential contest 
has been lost sight of In the bitterness of the 
fight for the control 6f the state, and it is 
evident that the only foundation for some of 
the recent scares in regard to the election of 
Taft ts the existence of. these local disturb- 
ances, which some people have mistaken for 
national disaffection, gnd which others, al- 
though wiser, have been afraid of because 
they were unable to measure the probable 
effect on the presidential ticket.

- Remarkable Popular Dem- 
onstrations on Record. 


GREAT PARADE FEATURE. 


Dinner Given to Guests by Baron 
_Komura; Peace and Good 
Will Banquet Slogan. 


TOKIO, Oct. 22.—The capital of Japan wit- 
messed tonight the most extraordinary evi- 
dence of the spirit of the new Japan. After 
having an audience of the officers of the 
American battleship fleet on Tuesday, the 
emperor issued an order directing the people 
to imerease in every way possible the enjoy- 
mem and pleasure of the American visitors, 
who came, hesaid, es historic friends of the 
Japanese nation. 

The response to this Imperial mandate was 
geen-and heard tonight. Originally a torch- 
light procession of 15,000 people was planned. 
but this feature went far beyond expectations 
and developed one of the greatest popular 
demonstrations ever witnessed in any coun- 
try. Japan's wat celebrations after peace 
with Russia, London's “ Mafeking night.” 
and’ even New York’s election night reve) 
would seem almost insignificant compared 
with Tokio’s celebration tonight. 

Mile after m®Me through madly cheering 
people the great procession wound its way. 
Representatives of various guilds, universi- 
ties, schools of every class for boys, and 
other organizations took part in the parade. 
each individual carrying a lighted lantern 
held high on a long pole, with American and 
Japanese flags intertwined. Rear Admiral 
Sperry anc the other chief officers of the 
‘American fleet viewed the procession. 


Climax Reached at Embassy. 
. Bo dense became the crowds around the 
giand where the American officers stood that 
the entire procession was blocked until Ad- 
miral Sperry was forced to leave In order 
to keep an engagement at the dinner given 
by Minister of Foreign Affairs Komura. 

Again at the American embassy the great 
procession halted and the climax of the en- 
thusiasm was reached, although AmbDas- 
sador O’Brien was not at the embassy at 
the time. He, too, had left.to go to the resi- 
dence of the foreign minister. When the 
head of the procession arrived at the em- 
bassey and halted Mrs. O’Brien and the other 
ladies of the embassy appeared upon the 
veranda and were greeted with cheers. The 
grounds surrounding the embassy were 
lighted with a sea of lanterns, and the dem- 
onstration at this point lasted for two hours. 
Every band in Tokio turned out for the 
parade and their favorite airs were “ Yankee 
Doodle,”” “ Dixie,” and “John Brown.” 
Thousands of the paraders wore fantastic 
costumes characteristic of Japanese celebra- 
tions. 

The entire day was taken up by a series 
of elaborate entertainments to Rear Admiral 
Sperry and the other rear admirals. The 
American commander, together with the 
other admirals and their aide, will leave Tokio 
at 3p. m. Oct. 23, when the ecene of celebra- 
tions will change from this city to Yokchama 
ané will close with a reception on board the 
flagship Connecticut next Saturday.

It also taxes every electric and 
gas burner sold an amount varying from 2 
to 12 cents. 

There is reason to believe the text pub- 
liehed by the Vorwaerts is correct as the bill 
was drafted, but it has. since been modified 
by the bundesrath’s committee. The publi- 
cation has, however, raised a storm against 
the gevernment in ail liberal and demo- 
cratic quarters, where the propoeal is de- 
nounced as reactionary and intolerable. 

It also is declared to be unpatriotic as it 
will compel the people to burn foreign petro- 
leum. The popular anger may influence the 
bundesrath to reject the bill. 


TYPHOON DEATH LIST IS 500. 


List of Fatalities Grows as Details of 
Philippine Disaster Reach Manila— 
3 Americans Save 100 Natives. 


MANILA, Oct. 22.—Additional details of 
the damage wrought in the Cagayan valley 
by the typhoon of Oct. 12 indicate that the 
loss of life in the disaster will reach 500. At 
Aparri a thrilling rescue of a hundred ne- 
tives was effected through the heroism of 
Lieut. Robert Clark, Lieut. Tredway, and 
Postmaster Foss. 

The three Americans, aided by one Fili- 
pino volunteer, managed to reach the village 
by boat. Approaching the shore in a series 
of short rushes between breakers that threat- 
ened at any moment to -sWamp their frail 
craft. the rescuers found scores of natives 
clinging to the poles of their wrecked habi- 
tations. 

Lieuts. Clark and Tredway, carrying lines 
from the boat, fought their way through the 
breakers and, swimming from house to house 
in the flood water, saved the lives of about 
100 men, women, and children. All but six of 
those living when the boat reached the vil- 
lage were rescued. 


TERRIFIC SNOW STORM HOLDS 
TRAINS.ON WESTERN PLAINS. 


One of the Worst Blizzards on Record 
Now Raging Along Canadian Rail- 
roads West of Winnipeg. 


Winnipeg, Man., Oct. 22.—One of the worst 
snow storms that ever occurred in the west 
is now at the height of its fury and has com- 
pletely demoralized the services of both the 
Canadian Pacific and’ the Great Northern 
railroads. 

The storm started night before last and 
continued with unabated vigor. Ten inches 
of snow has already fallen, accompanied by 
a terrible gale. Snow has biown into the 
raitway cuts, completely filling them up and 
in many cases the snow is over ten feet deep. 

The expresses from Vancouver and other 
western points are completely stalled, while 
west bound trains are held up and none of 
them can proceed. No trains from the east 
reached the city today and it is doubtful when 
they will get through.

Greek Fruit Shop Owner and a 


Baker Are Victims of Bullets. | 


YOUNG GIRL’S VENGEANCE. 


Question as to Motive in Other Case; 
One of the Wounded Dies. — 


Two men—one a Greek and one an Kallan— 
were targets for bullets aimed almost simul- 
taneously by angered women at two widely 
separated points on the west-side yesterday 
afternoon. One of the men died later; the 
other may recover. . 

One young woman, of Irish parentage, as- 
serted that the wheels of justice ground too 
slowly in her case and so she shot the man 
who had wronged her because he would not 
promise to. marry her, The other woman 
declared she fired in self-defense, asserting 
that she was attacked by the man she shot. 

In the case of the Greek, the problem of 
fruit and confectionery stores was again 
brought into the limelight. James George- 
polis, 75 Halsted street, proprietor of a fruit 
store, is the victim, and Miss Jennie Demp- 
sey, 18 years old, who formerly Mved at 1488 
Keith avenue, fired the shot. 

The shooting occurred in Georgepolis’ store. 
Miss Dempsey sought to escape, but was ar- 
rested and taken to Desplaines street station, 
where she sobbed out a story of being 
wronged by the young Greek. 

Glad She Shot Him. 

“ Yes, yes, I shot him.” she cried, “ and I 
am glad of it. I have got revenge. He 
wronged me and ruined my life and made me 
an outeast from my own family and friends. 
When he teéld me this morning in a sneering 
manner that he might marry me when the 
trial is heard next May I could bear the ordeal 
no longef, so I shot him.” 

She said that following the arrest of the 
young Greek a few weeks ago she was of- 
fered $1,100 to drop the prosecution and waive 
a marriage, but she spurned the offer. 

“Of what use Was money to me when my 
life was ruined unless he married me?” she 
asked appealingly of her listeners. 

Georgepolis is a brother of William George- 
polis. an investigator connected with Assist- 
ant Chief Schuettler’s office. It is thought he 
will recover. 


Woman Shoots a Baker. 

In view of scores of her neighbors Mrs. 
Rose Alberti, wife of a saloonkeeper at 135 
West Polk street, shot and probably fatally 
wounded Vito Frappanpino, a haker, in 
front of her home in the afternoon. 

But one shot was fired, the bullet striking 
the head of the victim. As Frappanpino fell 
to the pavement the woman is said to have 
bent over him, crying: *‘ Don’t die, Vito." 

At the Maxwell street station later the 
woman without emotion said she fired the 
shot to protect herself from an atack from 
Frappanpino. The victim's partner in the 
bakery business and his neighbors say the 
motive for the shooting lies in a dispute of 
long standing over the occupancy of two 
rooms inthe rear of the store by Frappanpino 
as a storeroom for his bakery products. 

Frappanpino died in the county horpital 
late at night.

IN RAILWAY FIGHT 


Out of 79,768 Cast. 


50,000 WATCH BUL 


Official Winner Until Late Hour, 
When Mistake Made in the 
Count Is Found. + 


Cleveland, O., Oct. 22.—[Special.]—Mayor 
Johnaon lost bis street railway fight in the 

Early in the evening, according to the un- 
franchise under which the Municipal Trac- 
tion company is working on a 3 cent fare basis 
was 391 out of a total of 79,768 votes cast. 
Mayor Johnson claimed a majority of 457 and 
the leaders of the opposition admitted John- 
eon had won, ‘ 

At a late hour, however, the election board 


showed that Johnson had been defeated. 


Campaign Was Warm One. 

The fight has been one of the hottest ever 
known in this city, not even the warm mayor- 
alty campaign of last year creating any more 
interest in the closing hours. Tonight 50,000 
people stood in front of the newspaper bulle- 
tin boards watching the returns, which one 
minute showed a victory for Johnson and the 
next a defeat. 

The defeat of the franchise may mean that 
the railway property will revert to its original 
owners and that the old rate of fare strife 
which lasted seven years will be renewed. 
The alternative will be for the city council at 
once to grant a new franchise which will save 
the property to the Municipal Traction com- 
pany. 

Service Blamed for Defeat. 

It is stated by unprejudiced observera that 
the franchise was defeated not so much upon 
the issue involved as upon the general dis- 
satisfaction of the public toward the service 
given by the operating company. 

The vote came as the climax to the general 
street railway contest which has been waged 
here for years with 3 cent fare and ultimate 
municipal ownership as the goal of the city 
administration. This was constantly op- 
posed by the old Cleveland Electric railway 
company, which had been charging a 5 cent 
fare. 


Consolidation of Two Companies. 


During the progress of the strife a new 
company, the Forest City railway company, 
fostered by the city, began the operation of 
cars over a few competing lines on a 8 cent 
fare basis. - 

The settlement finally came under an agree- 
ment to consolidate the two companies and 
lease the property to an operating company, 
the Municipal Traction company, which 
agreed to make the genera! fare within the 
city of Cleveland 3 cents. Accordingly a 
new. company, the Cleveland railway com- 
pany, was organized to take over the con- 
soidated properties. 3 : 

Under the agreement a twentysefive year 
franchise was granted to the Cleveland rail- 
way company. Then the property and fran- 
chise was leased to the Municipal Traction 
company for ninety-nine years upon the con- 
dition that the operating company protect 
the property and pay a rental equal to 6 
per cent dividend upon the stock of the Cleve- 
land railway company, a $30,000,000 corpora- 
tion. It hag been during only the last three 
months that the operating company has had 
& surplus. 


How the Vote Came About. 

To place the. property upon a paying basis 
at the lower rate of fare the service was 
greatly curtailed and this caused great an- 
tagonism to the new régime. During the first 
month the motormen and conductors declared 
a strike because the Municipal Traction com- 
pany did not carry out a contract the men 
had with the old Cleveland Electric railway 
company for an increase in wages. 

When the striking car men found they were 
losing in the fight. they decided they would 
compel consideration from the new company 
by taking advantage of the state initiative 
and referendum law and cal) for a vote upon 
the new franchise. The strike was dropped 
and the former employ és directed their atten- 
tiom to the referendum. That vote was held 
today.

Jury Today Will Pass Upon 
Charges Against Greek. 


| Father and Mother Tell of Child’s Mis- 


treatment in Shop. 


The efficacy of the new law providing for 
a penitentiary sentence ranging from one to 


probably will be determined today when the 
case of Peter Vassilas, an 18 year old Greek, 
charged with taking liberties with a6 year 
old girl, goes into the hands of a jury. 

The remaining testimony in the trial, which 
was begun on Wednesday in Judge Kersten's 
court, embraced the story of the mother and 
father and the Greek himself. Early yes- 
terday afternoon the lawyers conciuded their 
examination and launched into protracted 
arguments. 

By offerings of marshmallows the Greek, 
who assists his father in the running of a 
fruit store at Briar place and Sheridan road, 
lured the child into his father’s piace of busi- 
ness. Assistant State’s Attorney Robert E. 
Turner succeeded during the testimony of the 
father of the little girl in getting before the 
jury much important evidence. 


Says Boxes Have Been Shifted. 
The father told how nymerous changes hed 


since the police began their investigation. 
Large boxes of fruit, he said, which appar- 
ently had been so placed as to obstruct the 
view of pedestrians, had been removed. Be- 
hind this pile of boxes the Greek is alleged 
to have enticed the girl. Pictures illustrat- 
ing. the surroundings of the store and its 
location and the varying location of the 
boxes also were introduced in the case. 

The mother, broken up by the ordeal of the 
trial, explained how she had learned of the 
Greek’s\ indecent actions toward her child. 
When the tiny girl returned home from the 
fruit store, according to the mother, she was 
in tears and.so excited that she could not 
relate her Norrible experience at first. After 
she had been partly pacified by her parent 
she managed.to give the shocking particulars 
of the occutrences in the store. 

When Vasgsilas took the stand an inter- 
preter was: obtained to place the questions 
of the lawyers before him. As the testi- 
mony developed his acquaintance with the 
English language became apparent. But 
when a puzzling question was asked him 
he invariably“ forgot.”’ his English and re- 
sorted to the interpreter. This gave him a 
little time-<to think the question over and 
answer with more deftness. He denied the 
charges of the little girl's father and mother 
flatly and smiled throughoyt the examina- 
tae courtroom was filled with Greeks, who 
are vitally interested in the result of the 
ease. Many Greek fruit stores, it is said, 
are arranged similarly to the Vassilas store. 
The case will end today.

Unless there is a rainfall) soon in the south- 
ern part of Lilinoigs, the coal mines will have 
to shut down for want of water for making 


machinery, according to coal traffic officials 
of the Burlington, Chicago and.Eastern Lilt- 
nols, —_ Ulinois Central roads. 

y any rain has fallen in Franklin 
and Williamson counties, where. most of the 
coal Mines are located, since last May, they 
say, and many of the mines already have been 
forced to shut down. Others are hauling 
water to the mines from long distances and 
borrowing from the supply kept by the raii- 
roade in reservoirs all along their lines for 
their engine tanks. This supply now is be- 
coming extremely low and if the drought 
continues the mines. many of which already 
have been. obliged to curtail their production, 
will be obliged to suspend operations entirely. 


Roads Willing to Share Water. 


“ The railroad is Willing to share its supply 
of water withthe mine operators as long as 
possible,”’ said W. A. Holley, ip charge of the 
coal traffic of the Burlington,. yesterday, 

because in that region the coal business is 
about all we have to handle, and if there i: 
no coal we will have no use for the water. 

“ Our supply will not last much longer and 
unless we get rain soon both the mices and 
the road will be put out of businéss. When 
4 mine wants 80,000 gallons of water a day it 
is impossible for us to supply it. A large 
mine which operates a washs:> will need 
that much water and the srmaz,ler mines 
without the washers will use 30,000 gallons 
or more.”

Tue Tripune already has 
expressed itself on this aspect of the dem- 
ocratic anti-pani¢ fostrum, but apropos 
of this letter and for the benefit of its 
correspondent it presents for his consid- 
eration the .following statement: 

There are individual banks in New York having 
déposit Mabilities in excess of $150,000.000 and a 
good many banks throughout the country with de- 
posit Habilities exceeding $50,000,000. To draw 
$100, 000,000 from the reserves of the national banks 
to pay off at once the depositors of one or two of 
these great banks, if they should suspend payment, 
would force the suspension of nearly all the banks 
in the country and would precipitate universal 
panic and digaster. What would such a guaranty 
have been worth during the recent panic, when all 
the banks suspended? 

The deposit guaranty would not insure 
immediate payment of a deposit. And 
its psychological value in the maintenance 
of confidence would depend upon depos- 
itors believing what is not true. As a 
writer on the guaranty says: 

The plan can prove successful only by operating 
as a gigantic bluff that never will be called.

found distrust of him among business 
men, investors, and all voters who suffi- 
ciently realize their interest in the resto- 
ration of confidence, 


But the dangerous character of Mr. 


Bryan's political judgment is not revealed 
by his financial heresy alone. His decla- 
rations on the subject of government 
ownership of railways are also kept in 
mind, : 

It is true Mr. Bryan has tried to dis- 
miss this topic from the campaign, as he 
has tried to get his monetary weakness 
out of the record. It remains an issue 
nevertheless, for Mr. Bryan's attitude 
toward regulation is an issue and the 
whole body of his political thought is an 
issue—the paramount issue. 

In 1896 Mr. Bryan accepted the noml- 
nation of the people's party on a platform 
which contained the following: 

Transportation being a means of exchange and 
a public necessity, the government should own and 
operate the railroads in the interest of the peaple. 

In his Madison Square garden address 
of Aug. 30, 1906, Mr. Bryan, as will be 
remembered, declared: “I have already 
reached the conclusion that railroads par- 
take so much of the nature of a monopo- 
ly that they must ultimately become pub- 
Kic property and be managed by public 
officials in the ‘interest of the whole 
community,” and that “there will be no 
permanent relief ‘on the railroad question 
from discrimination between individuais 
and between places and from extortion- 
ate rates until the railroads are the prop- 
erty of the-«government and operated by 
the government in the interests of the 
people,” | 

The effect upon the country of Mr. 
Bryan's advocacy of a socialistic measure 
so sweeping and vital as the government 
ownership of railways was powerful, but 
not to Mr. Bryan’s liking, and he hast- 
ened to “explain” his position so as, 
without swallowing his own words, to 
evade their political conseqtiences. Two 
weeks after the New York speech Mr. 
Bryan, then at Louisville, under the 7e- 
straining influence of Col. Watterson and 
ehastened by the storm of protest and 
disapproval from his own party, nade the 
following statement: 


If you ask me whether the question of govera- 
ment ownership will be an iss¥e in the campaign 
of 1008, I answer I do not know. Hf you ask me 
whether it ought to be In the platform, I reply, I 
cannot tell until I know what the democratic 
voters think upon the subject. . If the democrats 
believe that the next platform should contain a 
plank in favor of government ownership, then that 
Plank ought to be ifeluded. If the democrats think 
it ought not to contain such a plank, then such a 
plank ought not to be included. It rests with the 
party to make the platform, and individuals can 
only advise, 


The democratic party did not see fit to 
declare itself on Mr. Bryan’s proposal 
and its leaders have taken pains to de- 
clare Ht not an isste. 

Nevertheless, it is an active factor in 
the distrust and fear Mr. Bryan’sa candi- 
dacy spreads throughout the country. 

The American people believe in the 
principle of the regulation of public utill- 
ties in conformity with the individualistic 
framework of our national organization, 
and they do not care,.to intrust the work- 
ing out of the great reforms they hare 
set on foot under the leadership of Theo- 
dore Reosevelt to a man confessedly con- 
vinced of the inadequacy of these re 
forms. 

But it is not chiefly this- consideration 
which operates in the minds of the people 
against Mr. Bryan. _It is the realization 
that this self-styled Jeffersonian, this self- 
styled champion of state rights, has sol- 
emnly proposed as the only ultimate cure 
of evils already disappearing a revolu- 
tionary measure of centralization beside 
which any other proposal short of simon 
pure socialism fades into imsignificance. 

Mr. Bryan is not a reformer as Mr, 
Taft is. He is a revolutionary radical 
whose election would indicate a profound 
change in the political prinaiples of tha 
Ameérican people, as well as a grave 
change in their attitude toward private 
property and individual initiative.

Scoff as one may at these curses, 
the fact remainge that tragedy after tragedy 
overtook the families thet have occupied In 
turn old Cowdrey abbey and park, and it is 
easy under the circumstances to understand 
the anxiety displayed by the late marchioness 
of Lothian to obtain from Pope Pius IX. a 
document authorizing her family to retain 
their ancestral home of New Battle abbey 
‘and In his capacity of supreme pontiff to re- 
lieve the abbey of the curse placed upon its 
future owners by the former ecclesiastical 
occupants of the estate.

The first victim of the Cowcrey curse was 
the earh of Southampton, Shakspeare’s con- 
temporary and patron. It thereupon passed 
into the session of Sir Anthony Browne, 
created rd Montague, who was visited 
there tn 1591 by Queen Elizabeth, It was he 
who bullt Cowdrey hall, on the site of the 
abbey, and it is on record as having been a 
far finer and grazder Tudor mansion than 
Lord Salisbury’s Elizabethan palace at Hat- 
field. Asnong the treasures preserved there 
until its destruction by fire In 1798 were the 
coronation robes of William the Conqueror 
and the sword which he used at the battle of 
Hastings in 1066.. They were originally kept 
at Battle abbey, Hastings. But when one of 
the Lords Montague onthe occasion of a 
crisis in the fortunes of the family was com- 
pelled to choose between Battle abbey, now 
the home of Michael Grace of New Tork, and 
Cowdrey park, he chose tie latter, disposed 
of the former, and carried off the sword and 
coronation mantle of William the Conquerdr 
to Cowdrey. 

The mantle wae reduced to ashes in the 
great fire which destroyed Cowdrey hall a 
little over a hundred years ago, leaving noth- 
ing but the bare walis of the palatial abode; 
and the sword was converted into senre 
gseraps of charred and twisted iron, to be 
picked up by one of the horde of looters which 
at once flocked down from all the countryside 
upon the still smoking ruins of the splendid 
house. The conflagration occurred within a 
few days of the death of the last Viscount 
Montague by drowning, in a foolhardy at- 
tempt to cross the Rhine immediately above 
the falls of Schaffhausen, and owing to the 
difficulty of communication in thome days he 
must have perished without knowing of the 
destruction of the mansion, which had been in 
the’ possession of his family for 200 years.

After Lord Montague’s death his sister, the 
Hon. Mrs. Poyntz, inherited Cowdrey park, 
but although she had all the fishpondson the 
place filled up and issued the most stringent 
orders that her two only boys should never 
be allowed to approach either the sea or any 
stream or river, being in mortal dread of the 
monkish curse of water and fire, the young- 
sters escaped one day from the care of their 
attendants to the beach, near Alnwick, and 
before any one could interfere were swept 
out to sea by a sudden wave and drowned. 

It was then that Cowdrey park passed into 
the hands of the lords of Egmont, not one of 
whom has left ason toinheritit. The present 
earl, who had an extraordinary career in this 
country, figuring for a time as waiter in a 
New York Bowery réstaurant, and who has 
an American wife, has one grother, who was 
formerly a policeman at Durban, In South 
Africa, and whe is now a resident of Shep- 
stone, Natal. Though married, he hag no 
children, and the next heir after him is the 
aged Spencer Arthur Perceval, whose only 
son, Henry Godfrey Perceval, married a 
daughter of the Rev. George C. Tanner, and 
was murdered, along with hie wife and chi 
dren, some twenty years azo ont In Nebraska, 
where they were Kving at the time. 

The present mansion at Cowdrey is of mod- 
erm construction, a sort of cross betwéen @ 
magnificent cottage and a chAteau, and is 
said to be haunted by the ghost of a particu- 
larly. wicked Lady Montague of the eighteenth 
century.

Columns could be written about the trag- 
edies and the romance, both of the Browne 
Lords Montagte and of the houge of Percevai, 
of which Lord Hgmont i# the chief, and one of 
whose most famous members, Spencer Perce- 
val, Was murdered, as prime minister, in the 
house of commons, about three years before | 
the battle of Waterloo. It was founded by 
Richard Perceval, who attracted the atten- 
tion and won the favor of Queen Elizabeth by 
his knowledge of Spanish and his success in 
rapidly deciphering a number of dispatches 
captured on board a Spanish vessel, written 
in a secret cipher, and containing all sorts of 
details concerning the plans and projects of 
the Spanish armada. In fact, these dis- 
patches conveyed to the virgin queen and to 
her famous premier, Lord Burleigh, the first 
authentic news about the Spanish armada 
and enabled them to make preparations for 
defense against the threatened invasion. His 
grandson, Sir John Perceval, stood so high 
in the good graces of King Charlies that the 
latter not merely conferred upon hinr a baro- 
netcy of Ireland but likewise caused a re- 
markable and unique proviso to be inserted 
in the patent, to the effect that the eldest 
son and grandson of the holder of the baro- 
netcy should be created baronets in their own 
right during his lifetime on attaining their 
majority. 

Down to the reign of George IV. the eldest 

son of every baronet had the right to demand 
the honor of knighthood from the crown on 
attaining his twenty-first birthday, a rule 
that was done away with just before Queen 
Victoria came to the throne.’ But the Perce- 
val baronetcy, now merged into the earidom 
of Egmont, is the only onein existence which 
prescribes the grant of a new baronetcy to 
the eldést son and eldést grandson of a baro- 
net while the latter is still living, , 
There have been a ntimber of instances in 
which it has been shown that when a house is 
burdened with an old time curse the tatter 
passes to the new occupant of the place with 
each change of ownership and there are many 
people in Scotland who do not hesitate to as- 
cribe the tragic death in South Africa of the 
only son of Lord Leith of Fyvie and of his 
American wife—a daughter of Derrick A. 
January of 8t. Louis—to the curse that has 
chung for hundreds of years to Fyvie chstie, 
which they purchased on transferring their 
residence from the United States to Scotland. 
It remains to be seen whether Sir Weetman 
Pearson, whois a hard headed, practical busi- 
néss man, with several sons to inherit his 
vast fortune and his honors, will remain itm- 
mune to the celebrated fire and water curse of 
Cowdtey, now that he has become the -pro- 
prietor of Cowdrey park.

DANGER IN FOOD PRESERVATIVES. 


Chicago, Oct. 20.—[Editor of The Tribune. ] 
—At the meeting of the American meat pack- 
ers in this efty last week Dr. R. G. Ecclés, 
in an address on the use of meat preserva- 
tives, brought forth the old-éontention that 
the preservatives most ¢mployed—boric, ben- 
zoic, and salicyHe acids—are no more harm- 
ful than salt and vinegar. 

Some three years ago Dr. Eccles startled 
the country with the announcement that 
the mortality from intestinal disease had 
greatiy increased In states where the use 
or these artificial preservatives was pro- 
hibited by law. At the meeting of the 
American Pharmaceutical assoviation in 1905 
the writer showed from state boardof health 
reports that in states where such prohibf- 
tory legislation was first effected the mor- 
tality from typhoid and similar disease had 
declined. 

Benzoic and salicylic acids for commercial 
purposes are made artificially from coal tar. 
They belong to the samé group as carbolic 
acid, and while not as poisonous yét have 
similar properties, Borax and boric acid are 
not so destructive, but they are not normai 
constituents of the body, as is common salt 
and other hatural preservatives, vinegar and 
alcohol. They should not be used internally 
except to correct abnormal conditions. Their 
use should be confined to external usé on the 
skin as detergent agents and to asphymxiate 
the Blatta orientalis.

Alla Nazimova fixes her 
birthplace as the small town of Yalta, in 
southern Russia, and her age at 29. er fa- 
ther was a chemist and a botanist arid when 
she was 4 years of age he took het to Swit- 
zerland, where he left her with a Swiss fam- 
ily for the succeeding seven years. 

There she learned to work, included among 


her duties being that of polishing the family 


boots.. She went to school. however, and be- 
came. proficient im German and French. 
When she was 11 her father took her back to 
Yalta, and at 12 she entered the conservatory; 
in Odessa. She learned to play the violin and 
in Odessa she lived with a family that was 
much interested in the stage. There her 
ambition to act reeeived its first impetus, 
and after much protesting she overcame the 
objection of her parents and went to Mos- 
cow to study im a Gramatic school for three 
years. 

After that she took @ course in stage man- 
agement and later she toured Russia with 
Orleneff. When the censors forbade the pro- 
duction of ‘‘ The Chosem People” she came 
with Orleneff to this country. ‘Nazimova hase 
not since returned and says she will never 
réturn to Russia. Some say she is prominent 
asan anarchist in the land of bombs, but upon 
this subject she refuses to talk to any save 
her most intimate associatés.

MANY FAVOR RAZING HOUSES 


Ald. Dever’s Suggestion for Wip- 
ing Out Crime Indorsed. 


FIND PRECEDENT FOR PLAN. 


Revision of Building Laws Urged by 
Chief Sanitary Inspector. 


Ald. Dever’s suggestion before the Credit 
Men's association Wednesday night that the 
city, instead of spending vast sums each year 
in handling the criminal element, should de- 
vote a third of the amount to tearing down 
crime breeding, ramshackle structures and 
build more breathing spots, was soundly in- 
dorsed by Dr. W. A. Evans, health commie- 
sioner, and others yesterday. 

Precedent for such a movement was found 
in Liverpool, England, where Prof. Graham 
Taylor said unfit buildings were being razed 
in large numbers. 

“The authorities had condemned 32,000 
structures when I was there last year,” said 
Prof. Taylor. “The movement fairly took 
one’s breath away. The whole plan wascare- 
fully thought out. The authorities figured 
that it was cheaper to remove the conditions 
which produced ill health and immorality 
than to fight them in any other way.” 

New York and Boston were said by others 
to have begun a similar reform with incal- 
culable benefit to millions of people who be- 
fore the buildings were torn down had never 
seen daylight in their apartments. 


Reform Needed, Says Evans. 

Dr. Evans said Chicago sadly needed such 
a reform, adding that he knew from experi- 
ence that no other thing contributed so much 
“to the breeding of crime ae bad and unfit 
housing, especially of children. 

“We have declared for years that there 
are no tenements im Chicago,” he said, “‘ but 
few of us realize how bad conditions really 
are. Of course, when it comes to building 
playgrounds and parks there is no other 
American city which approaches us. But 
there remains an unusually large amount of 
bad housing. I think it would be economy 
to wipe out the congested areas and build a 
new Chicago with light, airy, and decent 
dw eéllings.”’ : 

Chief Sanitary Inspector Ball, who is close- 
ly im touch with the housing condition of the 
city, indorsed Dr. Evans’ views, and added 
that Chicago needed a revision of its build- 
ing laws if the city of the future hopes to 
avoid the mistakes of the past in this con- 
nection. 


Miss Addams Doesn’t Agree. 

Miss Jane Addams said she had not read 
the remarks of Ald. Dever, but she believed 
that bad housing was not the greatest cause 
of crime, although it played a certain part 
in breeding it. She referred to the murder of 
Mrs. Beseie Hollister some years ago as an 
example. Mrs. Hollister, she said, resided 
in a fashionable neighborhood, far removed 
from the congested districts of the city. 
She said she placed only a legitimate empha- 
sis on bad housing as a cause of crime. 

In further explanation of his suggestion, 
Ald. Dever said the appropriation suggested 
by him could easily be taken from the cor- 
porate fund if it could be raised in no other 
manner. The @ecrease in crimeand the re- 
sultant reduction in cost to the city and 
county of prosecuting criminals would equal 
the outlay, he said. The alderman said he 
had no certain district of the city in mind 
when he made the suggestion, adding that 
evidences of bad housing existed in nearly 
all sections of the city.

Grand Jury Persuaded to Re-. 


frain from Indicting In- 
surance Company’s Head. 


ON A FORGERY CHARGE. 


Promise to Return Disregarded 
Until Statute of Limitations 
Gives Immunity. 


New York, Oct. 22.—{Special ]—Indictment 
against Richard McCurdy, former presi- 
dent of the Mutua e Insurance company, 
charging him with forgery in the third de- 
gree, is found to have been drawn up by a 
special grand jury in June, 1906, but, on spe- 
cial plea of District Attorney Wiliam 
Travers Jerome, the tndictment was with- 
drawn. 

In making his plea for withdrawal of the 
indictment Jerome did not appear before the 
special grand jury as district attorney for 
the courtty of New York, but in the capacity 
of a self-subpcenaed witness. 

Jerome appeared before the grand jury on 
June 11, 1906. On the same day the grand 
jury found and returned six indictments 
against Dr. Walter R. Gillette and two 
against Robert A. Granniss, both former 
vice presidents of the Mutual Life Insurance 
company. ; 

Five of the six indictments against Gillette 
charged: forgery in the third degree. The 
sixth charged perjury. Qne of the two in- 
dictments against Granmiss charged forgery 
in the third: degree; the other a misdemeanor. 

The same day the indictments against Gran- 
nise and Gillette were found both were placed 
technically under arrest, arraigned before 
Justice Scott in the créminal branch of the 
Supreme court, and placed under bali. 


Ready to Smite McCurdy, Too. 

The special grand jury impaneled in May, 
1906, to investigate hfe insurance crimes wees 
ready to sign the indictment it had found 
against McOurdy and present it to the court 
when District Attorney Jerome made the 
plea that resulted in holding up the in- 
dictment. 

Jerome told the grand jury the offense 
might possibly be made to appear technical, 
and he might not be able to get aconviction. 

In his’plea, which resulted In holding up 
the indictment, Jerome declared the indict- 
ment was justified and that McCurdy was 
guilty of the crime the indictment charged. 

He deciared the case against McCurdy could 
not be‘:outlawed until January or February, 
1907, when the statute of limitations would 
apply, but he had a pledge that McCurdy 
would return from abroad early in Septem- 
ber of 1906. : 


McCurdy Fails to Return. 

As a matter of fact, Richard A. McCurdy 
did not return to this country until Jan. 25, 
1208, one year after the case had been out- 
lawed by the statute of limitations. On that 
day Mr. McOurdy: arrived on the steamship 
America, accompanied by his wife, his son, 
and daughter-in-law, Mr. and Mrs. Robert 
H. MoCurdy. 

The McCurdys went directly to their pala- 
tial home at Morristown, N. J., where the 
former head of the Mutual Life Insurance 
company, after being saved from indictment 
by District Attorney Jerome, has lived in 
quiet enjoyment of the millions he piled up 
in the insurance business.

oats. Export sales were 520,000 bu wheat, re- 
ported mostly durums and Manitobas. 


There was a: moderate increase in the volume 
of outside trade in wheat early, but it was not very 
extensive. On the bulge commission houses quite 
generally took profits, there being liberal selling 
by Chapin, Logan, Marfield, Fiulburd-Warren- 
Chandler, Pringle, Lake, and Barreil. Bartiett- 
Patten were good buyers of May. There was buy- 
ing early by Barrell, Comstock, Lake, Gifford, and 
local professionals. Right at the close Armour 
was a fair buyer. Armour sold about 400,000 bu 
December and May corn, and Bartiett-Patten were 
also good sellers on the early advance. Comstock 
was a moderate buyer of May. Bartlett-Patten, 
Chapin, Nye-Jenks, and Roberts led the buying of 
oats, which were sold by Marfield, holders of 
‘‘ups’’ and local professionals. Ware-Leland, 
Logan-Bryan, and Bartlett-Patten were fair buy- 
‘ere of hog products, with the Cudahy Packing 
company and stockyard concerns the leading sellers. 


‘“* here is a decided change to tone of cash mtn 
ation in the northwest, which, if anything, tends 
toward a decidedly higher range of prices, 4 said 
Logan-Bryan’s Minneapolis correspondent. The 
fact that 2%c premium over December is bid for 
wheat to arrive indicates in itself the healthy sit 
vation existing at spring wheat. primary points. 
Premiums paid by Minneapolis concerns, millers, 
and elevators for wheat on this crop diverted the 
wheat to that point which ordinarily would go to 
Duluth. We understand that Duluth parties have 
paid eyen higher premiums than that bid by Min- 
neapolis for wheat to arrive Meanwhile, Minne- 
apolis is drawing Kansas hard wheat here. While 
the demand for flour is not as active as it has been, 
there is, nevertheless, a good steady call for flour, 
and this is just what the millers want.’ 


Local stocks of provisions have shown an enor 
mous shrinkage since Oct. 1. According to Schwa- 
backer’s weekly estimate. pork stocks are 10, 791 
bris less, lard stocks have decreased 87,469 tca, 
and ribs 15,828,000 ibs. The total stocks in store 
here now are 42,000 bris pork, 46,000 tcs lard, and 
5,000,000 Ibs ribs. The inroads imto the stocks of 
short ribs have been particularly heavy, supplies 
now being only about one-quarter as large as Oct. 
1. Provisions specialists estimate that by the end 
of the month the supply of ribe will be about wiped 
out.

CHICAGO LIVE STOCK MARKET. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 22.—Hog values made further 
upward progress, and prime butcher grades sold at 
the leftiest prices reached since Oct. 17. Strong 
competition among shippers and local packers for 
heavy hogs, of which there was an inadequate 
supply, was mainiy responsible for the upward 
trend of prices, and although the top figure, $6.10, 
showed a gain of only 5c, there were more hogs to 
reach the $6.00 mark, and the average price for the 
day was boosted to $5.65, against $5.46 Wednesday, 
and compared with $5.68 a week ago. Receipts of 
cattle consisted largely of western rangers and 
native butcher stock, while the fresh offerings of 
native steers were exceptionally small. The de- 
mand for the latter, however, was sluggish, and 
Oniy the better grades were salable at steady 
values, further concessions of largely 10c being 
necessary to effect a clearance of all stock selling 
at less than $5.00. Western steers sold at a de- 
cline of 5@10c, with many tnstances of even greater 
loss from Wednesday's level. Traders said there 
was no bottom to the market for native cows and 
heifers worth lesa than $3.00. and most sales of 
such stock were at a sharply reduced level, Bulls 
sold at practically unchanged values, while calves 
were weak to 25c lower. A much better feeling 
pervaded the live mutton trade, and, although 
values were not quoted much higher than on the 
preceding Gay, buyers took hold of the offerings 
much more readily, and prices of straight loads 
showed & much better average, 


CATTLE. 


Receipts were placed at 11,000, and included 
about 7,000 western range cattle. making the total 
arrivals of the latter so far this week. 25.000 
againat 13,500 a week ago, and 40,000 a year ago. 
Fresh supplies of native steers were exceptionally 
email, but shipping orders were indifferent, ex- 
porters were out of the trade, and packers devoted 
most of their time to the western range steers, 
which were selling at relatively lower prices.

All packers were good buyers of hogs, the smaller 
concerne being just as willing to pay the ad- 
vanced figures as the bigger packers and taking 
their full share of the offerings. Armour & Co. 
had about 1,100 hogs direct from St. Paul, but 
bought enough here to make up a drove of 5, 600. 
Swift & Co. amassed a drove of 4,000, while 
Schwarzschild & Sulzberger took 2,700, and Morris 
& Co. made up a drove of 1,600. The Anglo- 
American and G. H. Hammond together bought 
2,360 hogs. Packers’ droves of hogs cost them 16@ 
198¢ more than on Wednesday. 

** Hogs which topped the market at §6.10 were 
not really choice hogs, and if offerings of the 
quality of those which topped Wednesday’s market 
had been offered today they would have brought 
much more than §6.10,’’ said a prominent sales- 
man. “ Prices have advanced much faster the 
last two days than the top or average figures show, 
and hogs selling at $5.50@5.65 now are of a grade 
which were almost impossible to sell et around 
$5.20 three days ago.’ 

Charies Shurte of the Knollin Sheep Commiasion 
company sold 3,000 Idaho lambs at $5.50 and 1,000 
Montana wethers at $4.10. Charles McElvey of 
Rosenbaum Bros. & Co, had 1,668 head of Montana 
sheep which sold to feeders, 787 wethers being 
disposed of at $3.75. while 555 wethers brought

** Packers do not consider the thin native sheep 
too high priced,’’ sald a salesman. “ But they 
just simply do not care to take the time killing 
such stock, and refuse to take any of it unless they 
run short of good fat offerings, when they wil!

killing plants working. If we took off 50¢ more in 
prices they would not sell with any more alacrity.”’ 


ON THE BOARD OF TRADE. 


Irregularity marked the course of the provision 
list, which fidgeted over a moderate range, with 
an easy finish. Strength at the local yards partly 
offset the influence of ltfberal swine receipts for 
the day and increased packing for the week. Pack- 
ers, according to pit sleuths, quietly bought prod- 
uct on the softer spots, and there was continued 
good outside investment demand for the distant 
deliveries. The western hog run was 72,000, 
against 53,500 a yearago. Shipments of meats and 
lard. hence for the day—1,983,000 Ibs and 976,000 
Ibs, respectively—fell materially under those of 
a year ago. Local provision. stocks, according to 
Schwabacher, were 42,000 bris of pork, 46,000 tca 
of lard, and 5,000,000 Ibs of ribs, very much under 
those of Oct. 1. Liverpool quoted lard 9d@ up, un- 
changed to a shilling lower for bacon, and un- 
changed for hams. Final pit prices showed 5@10e 
lower for pork, 2%@7%c off for lard, and 5@10¢ 
weaker for ribs.
